The device of Claim 26, further comprising a vessel 
disposed to receive a liquid from said liquid outlet. 

The device of Claim 30, wherein said vessel is 
operably contacted with a vessel thermostat. 

Claim 32 (Previously Submitted). The device of Claim 31, wherein said vessel 
thermostat comprises a Peltier element
